Jamaica’s COVID-19 Cases now 
over 6,500 Amid Daily Uptick 


News Americas: 

he Caribbean island of Jamaica has con- 

tinued a steady daily uptick in new 
COVID-19 cases, adding another 193 last 
Thursday. 

The new cases pushed the country’s cur- 
rent tally of confirmed cases to almost 6,600. 
The majority of new cases of 101 were 
women while 91 are men. Overall, 3,020 
women have been confirmed with the virus 
of 74,765 people tested while 2,545 are men. 

The majority of the cases are in the 
parish of Kingston & St. Andrew, where there 
are now almost 2,100 cases. The second 
highest number or 1,273, is in St. Catherine 
followed by 374 in St. James. There are 3,939 
active cases. 

The number of deaths from COVID-19 
in Jamaica moved to 77 yesterday. The latest 
victim was a 58-year-old female of a Man- 
chester address. 

The news comes as the US transported 
a large mobile field hospital from Joint Base 
Charleston, S.C., to Kingston, Jamaica to 
support the Caribbean nation’s ongoing re- 
sponse to the COVID-19 pandemic and offi- 
cially handed it over Thursday. The donation, 
made on behalf of the American people, cost 
$753,000 and was purchased as part of U.S. 


Southern Command’s (SOUTHCOM) ongo- 
ing assistance to nations responding to the 
global pandemic in the Caribbean, Central 
America and South America, and funded by 
the command’s Humanitarian Assistance 
Program (HAP). 

The SOUTHCOM-funded hospital can 
house up to 70 patient beds and will support 
health and public-safety professionals labor- 
ing tirelessly to care for patients, save lives 
and mitigate suffering. The modular hospital 
1s equipped to operate autonomously and in- 
cludes a high efficiency particulate air 
(HEPA) and ultraviolet-light air-scrubber 
system, two diesel generators, and eight air 
conditioning units. Medical teams using the 
hospital can configure it to isolate patients 
and conduct surgical operations, if needed. 

The command has also delivered mobile 
field hospitals to Costa Rica and the Domini- 
can Republic. 

To date, the command has funded more 
than 320 HAP projects, purchasing more than 
$17 million in supplies, equipment and other 
vital resources to support the COVID-19 re- 
sponse and mitigation efforts of 28 nations. 
In total, the U.S. government has provided 
more than $135 million in COVID-19 re- 
sponse assistance to the region.

Re of people presenting cards that 
claim they are exempt from wearing 
face masks in public has prompted the De- 
partment of Justice (DOJ) to issue a state- 
ment that the cards are fraudulent. 

Some people have reportedly been 
presenting fake cards in places of business 
during the COVID-19 pandemic. 

The cards claim the person possessing 
it has a medical condition that exempts 
them from wearing a mask because of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). 

The ADA contains an exemption re- 
garding the health and safety of others. 
That means it may not cover people with 
disabilities if they chose not to wear a 
mask. 

The DOJ has issued a notice stating 
that these fake cards were not issued or en- 
dorsed by the department. 

“No, there isn’t a card that automati- 
cally exempts you from wearing a face

mask during a pandemic.” 

Images of cards have circulated 
around social media, allegedly from the 
“Freedom to Breathe Agency.” The web- 
site the cards list, ftbagency.com, doesn’t 
exist. There is a Facebook group with the 
same name and logo, but it’s private and, 
as of Tuesday, had fewer than 600 mem- 
bers. 

But images of the fake cards have 
gained the attention of federal authorities. 

The Department of Justice (DOJ) is- 
sued a notice about the postings or flyers 
on the internet regarding the Americans 
with Disabilities Act (ADA) and the use of 
face masks due to the COVID-19 pan- 
demic, many of which include the DOJ’s 
seal. 

“These postings were not issued by 
the Department and are not endorsed by 
the Department,” the notice says.

Rule to Strengthen Affidavit of Support Process 


grant sponsors accountable for failing to meet 
the obligations of contracts they sign with the 
federal government, and align agency policy in 
accordance with the May 2019 Presidential 
Memorandum on Enforcing the Legal Respon- 
sibilities of Sponsors of Aliens. 

“Reforming the immigrant sponsorship 
process will more effectively protect American 
taxpayers, ensure that aliens applying for perma- 
nent benefits don’t rely on public resources, and 
strengthen the accountability mechanism against 
those who fail to financially support aliens they 
sponsor,” said USCIS Deputy Director for Pol- 
icy Joseph Edlow. 

“The department will continue to advance 
the president’s directive to properly enforce im- 
migration laws and ensure the federal govern- 
ment is reimbursed should sponsored aliens 
receive public benefits, which is what Congress 


intended when they passed the relevant legisla- 
tion.” 

The proposed update would require Amer- 
ican citizens, U.S. nationals and lawful perma- 
nent residents who choose to sponsor an 
immigrant by submitting a Form I-864, Affidavit 
of Support Under Section 213A of the INA, or 
Form I-864EZ, Affidavit of Support Under Sec- 
tion 213A of the INA, to provide credit reports 
and credit scores, certified copies of income tax 
returns for the last three years, and bank account 
information to effectively demonstrate they can 
maintain the required income. 

Additionally, under the proposed rule, any 
petitioning sponsor found to have received 
means-tested public benefits within the last 36 
months of submitting a Form I-864, or to have 
defaulted on previous obligations to support an 
immigrant, must be backed by a joint sponsor

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Bob Marley's voice looms 
large on US mainstream TV

he Hon Robert Nesta (Bob) Marley, 

who passed away over 39 years ago 
continues to loom large in the USA. The 
Reggae King's voice is featured in not one 
but two current, mainstream TV commer- 
cials in the USA, which to the best of this 
writer's knowledge, may give him the 
record for being the first and only Ja- 
maican/reggae artist in history to achieve 
this honor. 

"Three Little Birds" which was written 
by Marley and recorded in 1977 is featured 
in car manufacturer Toyota's 'Outsmart' TV 
ad. The commercial encourages viewers not 
to worry and assures them that today is the 
day to outsmart the environment. 

The 'Don't Worry About a Thing' TV 
spot by Sandals Resorts also features 
"Three Little Birds" by Marley and invites 
viewers to "escape to paradise to bring your 
love back to life and to start feeling free 
again." 

Marley is among a handful of Ja- 
maican reggae acts like Koffee, Skip Mar- 
ley, Busy Signal, Shaggy and Shabba 
whose songs have been featured in TV 
commercials in the lucrative US market. 
Previously Jimmy Cliff, Hopeton Lewis, 
Dawn Penn, Inner Circle, JC Lodge have

also been featured. 

The Jamaica Tourist Board (JTB) was 
a pioneer in utilizing reggae, particularily 
songs by Marley for global advertising 
campaigns. In 2002, Fay Pickersgill, the 
then director of tourism launched a highly 
successful US $2.6 million cable TV and 
consumer print ad campaign. In February 


this year the Board launched the 'Jamaica - 
Heartbeat of the World' television advertise- 
ment campaign - that encapsulates Ja- 
maica's upbeat, vibrant, and soulful culture 
-was Set to Marley's “Could You Be Loved” 
and made its debut during the 2020 Super 
Bowl. 


The Exodus album which included 
'Three Little Birds' was reportedly inspired 
by the December 1976 assassination at- 
tempt on Marley's life in which he, wife 
Rita and manager Don Taylor were shot and 
seriously injured. A bullet grazed Marley's 
chest and another lodged in his arm. 

Marley was slated to perform at the 
free, Smile Jamaica concert at National He- 
roes Park in Kingston two days after he was 
shot. He performed at the event that was or- 
ganized in association with then Prime 
Minister Michael Manley's office. The 
event, which featured Bob Marley and the 
Wailers and I Threes was arranged to ease 
political tensions and gang warfare that had 
engulfing the country in the months leading 
up to the December 15,1976 General Elec- 
tion. 

Following the assassination attempt, 
Marley left Jamaica and was exiled to Lon- 
don, where the album was recorded. It re- 
ceived gold certifications in the US, UK 
and Canada and was voted by Time Maga- 
zine as the album of the 20th century. His- 
torians suggest that the success of Exodus 
helped to propel Marley to international 
stardom. The disc spawned five hit singles 
including ‘Exodus’, ‘Waiting In Vain’, 
‘Jamming’, “Three Little Birds’ and “One 
Love.’

Flemmings

Kingston, Jamaica WI: 

Jamaica forward Junior Flemmings 
comes received flak after allegedly using 
a homophobic slur in a US soccer league. 
He has denied the claim. 

Flemmings was having the season of 
his life at Phoenix Rising in the United 
Soccer League (USL). But an alleged 
anti-gay barb could turn out to be a fatal 
trip in the Jamaican’s football career in 
the United States. 

It is alleged that during Phoenix’s 
game against San Diego Loyal on 
Wednesday night, Flemmings used a Ja- 
maican homophobic slur towards his op- 
ponent, Collin Martin, an openly gay 
player. The alleged incident was followed 
by Loyal leaving the field in protest and 
forfeiting the game despite leading 3-1 at 
half-time. 

Flemmings has since denied the alle- 
gation, saying that Loyal’s actions have 
disappointed him. The former Tivoli Gar- 
dens forward said he has been “mauled 
and ridiculed online with no opportunity 
to defend myself”.

Man Killed 


Paterson man became 

the 21st person killed 
by a shooting in the city in 
2020 Thursday night, au- 
thorities said. 

At about 8:45 p.m., Pa- 
terson police responded to 
the area of 20th Avenue and 
East 29th Street after a call 
about a shooting, the Pas- 
saic County Prosecutor's 
Office said in a statement. 

When they arrived, they 
found Kelvin Mejia, 24, on 
the ground with multiple 
gunshot wounds, the state- 
ment said. 


Mejia was brought to St. 
Joseph's University Medical 
Center where he died from 
his injuries, the prosecutor's 
office said. 

While at the hospital, 
police officers found that a 
29-year-old Paterson man 
also arrived at the hospital 
with a gunshot wound and 
was taken in for surgery. 

The man remains hospi- 
talized, the statement said, 
although authorities did not 
clarify if the second man 
was shot in the same area 


Youth program director accused 
of producing child pornography 


Bergen County man _ who 

works as a youth program di- 
rector stands accused of producing 
child pornography after allegedly 
exchanging sexually explicit im- 
ages with children, authorities said. 

Police on Thursday arrested 
Jack Anderson, 25, of Fair Lawn, 
and charged with him production of 
child pornography, luring, endan- 
gering the welfare of a child and 
providing obscenity to a minor, 
Bergen County Prosecutor Mark 
Musella said in a statement. As of 
Friday afternoon, Anderson was 
being held in the Bergen County jail 
pending a first court appearance, ac- 
cording to court records. 

It was not immediately clear 
where Anderson worked as a youth 
program director. 

Police arrested Anderson after 
they were tipped off that he was al- 
legedly talking with children under 
the age of 16 on social media, hav-

The Prosecutor’s 
Office’s special victims and cyber 
crimes units discovered that during 
these conversations, Anderson re- 
ceived nude images from a child 
and sent nude images of himself to 
the child, the statement said. 

Investigators also discovered 
that Anderson tried to meet with 
children several times in and near 
Fair Lawn, the statement said. An- 
derson ended up meeting one of the 
children at least three times, accord- 
ing to the statement. 

Anderson allegedly used the 
screen names “wrestler94” and 
““jtanderson94," according to the 
statement. The office warns parents 
and guardians to be on the lookout 
for inappropriate messages from 
those screennames and asks them to 
call the office’s tip line at 201-226- 
5532 if they see anything suspi-
